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Interview With George P. Bush of Bellefonte, Pa., 
Reveals Surprising Facts 


HE other day we hap- 
pened to see George 
T. Bush, of Belle- 
fonte with some gay- 
ly colored envelopes 
in his hand and ask- 
ing him what they were, found 
that there were three of what the 
stamp collectors call “covers” be- 
ing the envelope complete with 
stamps, address and other post- 
markings on it, but what made 
these more interesting was that 
they had just been delivered by 
air mail from points in Mexico, 
namely: Mexico City, Tampico and 
Matamoras, to Brownsville, Texas, 
by Col. Lindbergh, who was inaug- 
gurating the opening of the new 
Pan American contract to carry 
the airmail between New York and 
Mexico City and which is later to 
be extended along through Cen- 
tral America and along down the 
South American Coast to Chile. 
The envelope contained a rather 
good looking bicolored stamp of 
the denomination of twenty-five 
cents, showing an eagle flying 
through space, and also a ten cent- 
avos, as the Mexicans would desig- 
nate it, making the flying postage 
rate thirty-five centavos, corre- 
sponding to seventeen cents in our 
money. Besides the stamps was 
a large label with the green, white 
and red stripes (the Mexican na- 
tional colors) and the words “Cor- 
reo Aerio” pasted on the envelope 
together with a rubber stamp 


marking, showing a plane flying 
over Mexico City with the words 
in Mexican—“first flight.”” These 
were very interesting and are des- 
tined to be worthwhile as souve- 
nirs. 

From that our interest increased 
and seeing a bulky package in Mr. 
Bush’s pocket, asked to see others 
of interest that he might have 
with him and was shown one so 
called cover after another, reach- 
ing from the Arctic Circle to the

Equator in their travel, some of 
which we cannot help but enum- 
erate, making it brief to cover the 
field as much as possible. 

A series of about a dozen were 
the so called “Good Will Covers,” 
giving a short but graphically in- 
teresting history of the trip to 
South and Central America by 
President Herbert Hoover, which 


obby 


is already showing results in the 
change of attitude of the countries 
south of us toward the United 
States. The covers contain a rub- 
ber stamp with portrait of Hoover 
and are postmarked U. 8S. S. Mary- 
land, while in the circle the can- 
cellation contained the port of call. 
One of the covers had the stamp 
of the country affixed and the 
other a U. S. stamp. One of them 
has been presented to the Presi- 
—_ and is greatly treasured by 
im. 

When we asked for more we 
were shown covers that Lindy had 
carried to Panama and those he 
had carried back from the differ- 
ent ports of call on his trip each 
way; covers from Miami to Ha- 
vana and back when he first inau- 
gurated that trip via Mexico, Cen- 
tral America, and then around the 
West Indies Islands, back to the 
states again, that trip being made 
last year. All with their peculiar 
stamps, postmarks, ete. There 
were also covers carried up in the 
wilds of Alaska and the Yukon be- 
tween towns and ports that be- 
came well known back in the hec- 
tic gold rush days of 1897 such as 
Skaguay, Dyea, White Horse, Car- 
cross and Dawson City. Mr. Bush 
had a large lot of covers which 
were carried in the first plane 
flights from city to city in the U. 
S. with their distinct rubber stamp 
markings, similar to the ones that 
were sent out from Bellefonte on 
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the tenth anniversary of the first 
transcontinental air mail. 

Commemorative covers of first 
series of issue of new stamps post- 
marked from cities that had to do 
with that date, and then the out- 
standing covers, some of which 
we have mentioned, such as the 
Zeppelin trip across the ocean, 
Capt. Herbert Wilkins trip across 
the North Pole with its quaint 
postmark at Barrows, Alaska, and 
the rubber stamp of the radio man 
at Spitzbergen, called by the Nor- 
wegians, “Swalbard,” and in ad- 
dition has the autoprakhed signa- 
ture of Herbert Wilkins, the post 
card carrier around the world in 
the famous trip to John Henry 
Mears, the cover carried by dog 
sled from Maine to Montreal, a 
cover carried by plane from Slarke 
City to Quebec, Slarke City being 
the nearest postoffice to the island 
on which the Bremen fliers landed 
in their flight from Germany to 
the U. S., and others of lesser in- 
terest but all interesting in the 
history they depict. 

We asked Mr. Bush to tell us 
anything further that might be of 
interest to the general public. He 
stated that there is estimated to 
be three million collectors in the 
world, from crowned heads down 
to the ordinary citizens; that there 
are published in the U. S. upwards 
of a hundred papers and maga- 
zines devoted to the hobby, run- 
ning from weeklies to quarterlies; 
that there are dozens of societies 
and clubs all devoted to that one 
interest, where millionaires meet 
on the same level with clerks, He 
spoke of the interest the U. S. 
government had taken in what is 
generally known as _ philatelists, 
that being the scientific name, in 
establishing a stamp window in 
Washington where stamp collec- 
tors from all over the world could 
send and get good copies of all the 
new stamps issued.

Mr. Bush showed us letters he 
had received from the Chinese 
Government in which they had 
sent stamps from Peking (the dis- 
trict agent in charge there being 
an Englishman) from St. John’s 
Newfoundland, and from Ottawa, 
Canada, all containg stamps direct 
from the governments of those 
countries. 

He stated that not long ago a 
millionaire velvet manufacturer of 
Utica, New York, Arthur Hinds, 
had paid $32,600 for one stamp of 
British Guiana and that his collec- 
tion was rated between three and 
four million dollars. Lots of val- 
uable finds are being made every 
day in garrets of old mansions. 
where an accumulation of old let- 
ters had been saved dating from 
1840 to 1875, that are bringing 
sometimes two and three times the 
value of the property on which 
they were found. Auctions are 
held in various parts of the world 
every month and stable collections 
well made, have a steady increase 
in value year after year. 

We asked him how long he had 
been collecting and he stated that 
in 1881 he had traded a jack knife 
with a boy for a small notebook 
pasted with a small collection of 
stamps and from that he had never 
lost his interest, though at some 
periods of years it had become 
quiescent and then would flare up 
again. He was one of the first 
members of the American Phila- 
telic society, the premier society 
of the world with about four thou- 
sand collectors and of which he is 
now a life member. He said that 
many of the large dailies of the 
U. S, devote a column and some- 
times a page to stamp collecting, 
which is rated as the most ex- 
tensive hobby today, from the 
hundred of millions of dollars in- 
vested in it. The new so-called 
Rogers Clark stamp just issued a 
week or so ago is a large, very 
beautifully engraved stamp with 
red border and black engraved 
centre, showing a picture of the 
surrender of Fort Sackville at Vin- 
cennes, Indiana, to Clark by the 
British in 1776, that gave to the 
U. S. forever that large territory 
of the northwest that has become 
such a valuable part of this great 
country. Four hundred thousand 
anniversary stamps were sold at 
Vincennes on February 25, and 
nearly three hundred thousand 
pieces of mail dispatched in com- 
memoration along with other ap- 
propriate exercises held.  Post- 
master John Knisely states that 
he has ordered some of these new 
stamps and will soon have them 
on sale, as many will wish them 
as souvenirs. 

Stamp collecting is of great 
value in the education of children. 
as it teaches them so many things 
such as history, geography, politi- 
cal economy for one line and ob- 
servation, concentration, business,

A SUBMARINE-ZEPPELIN 
COVER 





Sir Capt. H. G. Wilkins proposes 
to leave N. Y. in June for the 


North Pole, From Spitzbergen he 
will travel via submarine. The 
boat will travel under the water up 


to the tip top of the world, if pos- 
sible, and then return to Spitz- 
bergen. Letters will be carried for 


philatelists and should be a valu- 
able souvenir of this history-mak- 


ing event, for not only will the let- 
ters travel under the sea, but over 
it and over land, too. 

The feat is not as impossible as 
it seems according to scientists, as 
the boat will float on the surface 
in the southern region of its tour, 
when floes abound and will avoid 
the floating bergs as any other 
vessel. In the northern portion it 
will dive under the ice which, it 
is claimed, goes only to a depth of 
70 feet, with no floes. A cruise 
at 150 feet is considered safe. 

The letters will be stamped with 
a special issue put out by Nor- 
way, showing a polar bear on an 
ice floe, gazing up at a plane. 
These will be cancelled King’s 
Bay. Spitzbergen, and will travel 
to the pole if possible and return. 
A boat will take the mail to north- 
ern Norway where a plane will 
carry it to England, thence to 
Germany, where the Graf Zeppelin, 
at the end of July, will bring the 
much-traveled missives to the U. 

. Upon arrival here the letters 
will be sent by plane to destina- 
tion. 

It is safe to say that few letters 
have ever traveled via submarine, 
plane, dirigible and rail.

GRIFFITHVILLE, ARKANSAS 
By W. G. Bateman 


The interesting type-set precan- 
cels from this small, southern 
town are too uncommon for one to 
have seen very many. Since the 
1920 edition, the catalog has de- 
scribed the inscription as: “Grif- 
fithville, Ark.” All of those seen 
by me, however, have the state 
name spelled out in full; and it is 
given this way in the 1912 check- 
list by Smith, the first published 
description I can find. The latter 
also shows the type correctly with- 
out any punctuation, whereas all 
the editions of the standard cat- 
alog show after the town name a 
comma which apparently shouldn’t 
be there. 

In such a small town the printer 
evidently didn’t have enough type 
of one kind to make up a plate 
and so mixed things up consider- 
ably. This accounts for the varie- 
ties d, f, and g in the catalog with 
letters i, t, and a in a different 
font from the rest. The 1920 edi- 
tion also lists as 2e the 2 cent 
stamp with wrong font E, A note 
gives the necessary information. 
“The wrong font i referred to is 
the first i in Griffithville’; while 
a further note states mysteriously, 
“Small “A” to “Ark.”: “t” in 
Griffithville.” 

In the 1921 edition the 2e item 
is left out, never to appear again, 
but all the other lists and notes 
show as before. The 1923 (perf- 
orated 12) edition reprinted the 
data of 1921; but in 1925 while 
the listing is unchanged, the two 
notes condensed into one, but the 
information about the ‘a’ and ‘t’ is 
just as vague in the one case, or 
as unnecessary in the other, as 
before. Since then no further 
changes have been made. 

Now do the wrong font letters 
listed always occur singly or can 
there be combinations of them in 
the same _ stamps? Does_ the 
term “wrong font” mean that the 
letter in question is in a different 
font from the rest, or does it mean 
that the letter on some stamps is 
different from the letter’ on 
others? On copies of numbers 1 


and 2 in my collection the t’s are 
just alike but apparently do not 
belong to the regular type, since 
they are shorter and shaped dif- 
ferently at the bottom. Also the 
2 e’s are just alike, but do not 


seem to quite fit the rest of the 
type face. On the other hand, the 
2 cent stamp has an undoubtedly 
different first i. In addition to 
these copies, I have seen four oth- 
ers. All were exactly alike and just 
like the 1 cent described above. 

If all the t’s and e’s on the 
Griffithville stamps are in a dif- 
ferent font than the rest of the 
letters, are there really further 
varieties with their letters in the 
regular type or in the still dif- 
ferent one? And is the wrong ‘a’ 
referred to in the catalog the first 
or second small a in the state 
name, or is the initial letter some- 
times a small letter rather than 
the capital? 

One wonders who has enough of 
these unusual stamps gathered to- 
gether to answer these questions. 

Recently (in Gossip number 
362), there was printed a query 
as to the why and wherefore of 
these stamps. The _ interesting 
story of their origin was published 
some time ago in the Precancel 
Gazette (the old one), number 4, 
by W. E. Murray. We hope he 
can enlighten us further.

These school clubs are being 
formed with an idea of making 
them a more or less permanent 
school feature. Plans being made 
at present are all looking toward 
the school season next fall and 
the organization altho now under 
way will function at its best dur- 
ing the coming winter school sea- 
son. 

With the backing of such men 
as are affiliated with the club idea 
and the support of the News- Bee, 
Toledo, Ohio, is setting an example 
that can be copied with profit to 
Philately by any other city in the 
land. 


NEW PERSIAN AIRS 


Mr. R. Y. Mottahedah, specialist 
in the stamps of Persia, states 
that Persia has added to its air 
mail set a 10 shahi and a 2 kran 
stamp. They are treasury stamps 
of the type Scotts Numbers 1122- 
1126 surcharged for Air Mail, The 
10 shahi is olive green and the 2 
kran is orange red. 

The third Persian Air Mail set 
now consists of 1, 2, 3, 5, 10 shahis 
and 1 and 2 krans.

This will force real air 
mail collectors to keep on their 
toes all during the warm weather 
that is on its way 

We are fortunate in having the 
assistance of so many collectors 
who regularly send clippings rela- 
tive to air mail and aviation. We 
are obliged to go over these items 
carefully and select just such ma- 
terial as has a direct bearing on 
the air mail service. We are not 
an aviation magazine and have 
little or no interest in printing 
matter that does not have a direct 
connection with covers and mail to 
be carried on planes. There are 
numerous aviation magazines pub- 
lished, that relate the advancement 
and exploits of aviation and avia- 
tors but so little of the material 
has any information in it that will 
help collectors to get hold of air 
mail covers that it is useless to 
print it in a philatelic magazine. 
The best and most direct and re- 
liable sources of Government in- 
formation are the United States 
Postal Bulletin and the United 
States Daily, published at Wash- 
ington. These two sources give 
everything with which the Na- 
tional Government is concerned. 
What we need most from contribu- 
tors is news of local shows, dedica- 
tions and activities. 

Each air mail collector can help 
his brother collector by supplying 
this news that we may print it 
in time for action. If there is to 
be a local event in your town, 
don’t be selfish about it, don’t hold

With the establishment on May 
1 of a new air mail service between 
St. Louis and Omaha, by way of 
Kansas City, the Post Office De- 
partment will also inaugurate a 
twice-daily air mail service over 
its transcontinental route, and four 
connecting routes located in the 
West, the Postmaster General, 
Walter F. Brown, announced April 
4. The full text of the announce- 
ment follows: 

Inauguration of the new night 
trans-continental air mail service, 
institution of additional operations 
‘over four connecting routes, and 
the establishment of one new route, 
have been set for May 1 by Post- 
master General Walter F. Brown. 
Complete New Schedules have been 
announced covering the routes af- 
fected. 


Five Routes Affected 


The additional operations will 
provide double daily service over 
the transcontinental system be- 
tween New York and San Francis- 
co and over four connecting routes, 
as follows: Salt Lake-Los An- 
geles; Salt Lake-Pocatello, Idaho, 
on the Salt Lake-Great Falls route; 
Cleveland-Pittsburgh, and between 
Cleveland and Buffalo on the 
Cleveland-Albany route. 

The new route established runs 
from St. Louis to Omaha, Nebr., 
by way of Kansas City, a distance 
of 403 miles. The schedule, on a 


- Single daily basis, will synchronize 


with that of the night transconti- 
nental, placing St. Louis within 24 
hours of San Francisco and Los 
Angeles. 

On the night transcontinental, 
air-mail will leave a, York at 8 
p. m. (Hadley Field at 9:35 p. m.) 
and arrive in San Francisco at 
4:30 o’clock the second morning. 
Eastbound air mail will leave San 
Francisco at 8 p. m. and arrive in 
New York at 6:43 o’clock the 
second morning. 

Mail leaving Los Angeles at 7 
p. m. will make connection at Salt 
Lake City with the eastbound mail, 
and mail from the East will ar- 
rive in Los Angeles at 4:15 the 
second morning out of New York. 


Albany Schedule Revised

Eastbound planes will pick up 
at Cleveland mail from the west 
over the night transcontinental and 
reach Albany at 8:10 a. m., serv- 
ing Buffalo, Rochester, Syracuse, 
Rome, Utica, and Schenectady en 
route. The additional service be- 
tween Cleveland and Buffalo pro- 
vides for planes to leave Buffalo 
westbound at 10:30 a. m., and 
Cleveland eastbound at 12:20 p. m. 

The existing schedule on the 
Cleveland-Pittsburgh route will be 
unchanged but an additional serv- 
ice will be placed in operation pro- 
viding for planes to leave Cleve- 
land at 12:15 a. m. daily and arrive 
at Pittsburgh at 1:45 a. m., daily, 
and, in the other direction, from 
Pittsburgh at 12 midnight, arriv- 
ing in Cleveland at 1:30 a. m. 

Absence of lighting for night 
flying on the Salt Lake-Great Falls 
route will prevent for some time 
the operation of a schedule that 
will coordinate with that of the 
two transcontinental services.

Diplomatic Air Mail Regulations 


Members of the diplomatic corps 
accredited to Latin American 
countries were recently given free 
use of the postal service by the 
Government at Washington. Since 
the establishment of the air mail 
service to Cristobal, however it 
appears that these diplomats were 
taking advantage of this service 
by having parcels and other ma- 
terial sent via air mail and it has 
become necessary to revise the 
ruling covering the free service to 
diplomats by limiting the use of 
the air mail to the transmission of 
letters and correspondence of a 
definite nature, other matter must 
be prepaid at regular air mail 
rates. Specially printed envelopes 
with designated marking must be 
used in sending this free diplo- 
matic correspondence, An _ inter- 
esting feature of this arrangement 
however, provides that if a party 
in South or Central America 
should send a postal card with a 
paid reply card attached to one 
of the Embassies at Washington, 
that the embassy may use the 
reply card for mailing back to 
South or Central America and that 
the foreign postage stamp printed 
in the corner of the reply card 
will be recognized by the United 
States as postage paid on the card. 
Thus we have foreign stamps do- 
ing postal duty within the United 
States. 


South American Air Mail 


Due to a protest of bidders for 
the service on the air mail route 
from Cristobal to South American 
Countries the postoffice has held 
up the establishment of this route 
until the dispute can be settled 
satisfactorily. 

The contract had been awarded 
by Harry New, retired postmaster 
General to the same contractors 
who fly the route Miami to Cristo- 
bal. The low bidders however were 
another company and they have 
protested the awarding of the con- 
tract. 


Ecuador Air Mail 


The Government of Ecuador is 
considering a proposal for the es- 
tablishment of air mail lines be- 
tween Guayaquil and Panama and 
Guayaquil and Quito. 

It is proposed to use seaplanes 
for the former route and air planes 
for the latter. Additional lines 
will be established as commercial 
needs require. 


Pilottown Air Service 


Bids were recently taken for air 
service between New Orleans and 
Pilottown, La. This service is 
over a line 110 miles long and is 


for the purpose of overtaking de- 
parting vessels at the mouth of 
the Mississippi with late mail from 
New Orleans and for picking up 
mail from incoming vessels at 
Pilottown and delivering it in New 
Orleans several hours ahead of the 
arrival of the vessel. 


Japanese Air Transport 


Japan’s first International Air- 
port is being built at Osaka. It 
is expected that this airport will 
be ready for service on May Ist. 
Other ports are being prepared at 
Tokyo, Fukuoka, Seoul and Darien. 
Regular passenger service will be 
maintained with a fleet of Dutch 
and American passenger planes. 
No doubt mail will also be carried 
on these routes. 


Air Mail to Magdalen Islands 


Canada’s largest consignment of 
mail ever carried by air is claimed 
to have been delivered recently to 
the Magdalen Islands, between 
Newfoundland and Prince Edward 
Island, it is stated by the Assist- 
ant Trade Commissioner at Mon- 
treal, L. A. France, in advices just 
made public by the Department of 
Commerce. The report made pub- 
lic March 26, follows in full text: 

The Magdalen Islands, which are 
situated in the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence and are isolated from the 
mainland all winter, received a 
capacity load amounting to about 
1,500 pounds of mail from New 
Brunswick. 

The Islands this year have been 
kept in touch with the mainland 
by the Fairchild Aviation Co., Ltd., 
of Quebec, which has maintained 
weekly communication by plane 
service between Moncton, N. B., 
and the Islands. Passengers are 
not carried.

Punch Dickens, Ace of Canada’s 
Air Mail Brings Furs From Arctic 


Furs from animals caught near 
the Artic Circle were transported 
in four days by airplane to Winni- 
peg for auction, a trip that has 
usually required three or four 
months, the Trade Commissioner 
at Winnipeg, J. Bartlett Richards, 
has reported to the Department of 
Commerce. The Department’s 
statement, issued March 27, fol- 
lows in full text: 

An auction sale of $75,000 worth 
of furs in Winnipeg on March 14 
was interesting in view of the fact 
that the furs had Left Fort Good 
Hope, 1,600 miles north of Edmon- 
ton and on the rim of the Arctic 
Circle, only four days previously. 
The value of the method of trans- 
portation may be appreciated from 
the fact that furs from the Mac- 
kenzie River district would not or- 
dinarily have reached Winnipeg 
for three or four months.

“VARIETIES” 


To know your stamps you must 
study your stamps. Only by study- 
ing them, and discovering all that 
there is to know about them, will 
you be familiar with the issues; 
and only then, when you have 
learned of the differences, the 
types, the variations, will you de- 
serve the title of ‘Philatelist’. Un- 
til you go to school philatelically, 
you will be but a stamp collector. 

I have devoted one page of one 
of my albums to a unique array 
of current two cent’ envelope 
stamps, cut square, in which er- 
rors are discerned. One of these 
shows the impression of this en- 
velope stamp, but it is not the 
usual red; rather, it is white! The 
ink was not applied. 

Another shows but the upper 
border of the stamp in question 
printed in red, the rest in white, 
merely the impression. ’ATES 
POST’ of United States Postage 
alone is printed with the red 
borders. 

There are other variations too. 
But the variations, errors, differ- 
ences of stamps must be found, 
and these studied, and, where pos- 
sible the explanations discovered, 
so that we can be familiar with 
our stamps. 

Searching out these things makes 
Philately the fascinating hobby 
that it is. It may be that some 
‘juniors’ have that 5 cent New- 
foundland issue with a seal as the 
design, and not know that may be 
the 1866 rather than the 1888 is- 
sue. If it is the former it is the 
error stamp, the seal appearing 
with claws! The 1888 issue shows 
the seal as it really exists. 

In the same two series there is 
another value, the 2c that in the 
1866 is an error, while the 1888 
is the corrected form. The former 
shows a cod without the split tail; 
hoe latter with the corrected split 
tail. 

We must examine our stamps 
closely to learn of these things. 
They are worth it. Otherwise we 
do not become observant, and our 
hobby is pursued in a _ slipshod 
manner.

“1 PENNY REDS” 


The Great Britain one penny 
‘reds’, 1841, are interesting to 
study when cancelled as well as 
unused. I want here to mention 
a certain series of cancellations. 

Post offices were known by num- 
bers; and if you have the key num- 
bers, you will know from where 
the stamp on a letter was posted. 
Numbers 1 to 362 were Scotland; 
from 1 to 453 were for Ireland; 
from 1 to 936 were used in Eng- 
land and Wales. Originally 1 to 
12 were numbers used by London; 
then from 1 to 54 were from Lon- 
don though 48 and 49, with other 
obliterations were used in Crimea! 

Thus No. 53 was Bath; 700 
Sheffield, 131 Edinburgh, and 62, 
Belfast. 

London came to use not only 
numerals for its various post of- 
fices in that city, but also initials 
which denoted the section of Lon- 
don where the letter was posted, 
as “W. C.", “Ro. Es ee 
on. These initials appeared in the 
upper part of the cancel, the num- 
erais, as “12”, “15”, “17” appear- 
ing in a blank in the lower part. 

London cancellations were eith- 
er maltese crosses with only the 
numbers, or egg-shaped or round 
circles with initials and numbers. 

There are different varieties of 
these London cancellations. The 
egg-shaped ones may be outlined 
with a line, or may not possess 
the outer line, and just the hori- 
zontal lines. A thick black line 
may run between the initial and 
number; more than one thinner 
black line may run between; and 
the obliterants are very thick lines, 
very thin lines, and lines between 
the two in width. A collection of 
these cancellations is worthwhile 
and interesting to assemble. One 
may form a very good collection 
of the penny reds of Great Brit- 
ain, which may be reddish, or red 
brown, a purplish (red-yellow) or 
other shades, and even some speci- 
mens on bluish paper, such as my 
collection boasts of.
